CHINA BITTER 
IN PROTESTS. 


Displeased at Results of 
Arms Conference. 


(BY DisraTcH | 

SHANGHAI, Feb. 16.—Led by 
the merchant guilds of Shantung, 
Shanghai and other important cen- 
ters and also by student bodies, 
a storm of protest is sweeping 
through China over the results of 
the Washington Conference, es- 


pecially as regards the Shantung 
agreement which, the objectors say, 
intrenches Japan in that province. 

The decisions of the conference 


have increased the aantigoreign 
feeling among the nese, some 
of whom resort to plain speaking. 


Notable among these is Dr. C. T. 
Wang, who, as the chief delegate 
at the Versatliles conference, pre- 
vented the signing of the treaty 
because of the Shantung award. 
Dr. Wang, who is a Yale graduate, 


heretofore has

ment is typical of the better minds 
among the Chinese. , 


| BAYS CHINA BETRAYED. 

Dr. Wang tried to speak with re- 
straint. but he holds that China 
has been betrayed again with 
America, influenced by Japan and 
Great Britain, sacrificing China's 
friendship in an eleventh hour ef- 
fort te get the interpower treaties 
in a ratifiable state. 

“Tt is a matter of common 
knowledge how Japan has been 
intriguing against China and the 
situation requires no comment 
from me. The Chinese see no evi- 
Gence that Japan is in a repentant

China must work out its own gal- 
vation independent of the powers,” 
he said. 

“On the unification of China I 
would bend every effort. How can 
China unffy with Japan intrenched 
in Shantung and Manchuria’ i 
answer that there are still prov- 
inces where Japanese influence is 
not felt.
